formed into a fish. He afterwards lived in

J of Lidia, Babylon, and Canaan, In the 
—-* Annals of the Four Masters" -we are told: 
—In this year (568) was taken the mer- 
maid, £¢., Liban, the daughter of Bochaidh.” 
But the annals of Ulster act down, this re- 
inarkable capture ag having oceurred in 571, 
“ According to 
the daughter of Eocaidh, from whom Loch 
Enthach or Lough Neagh. was named, and 
who was drowned in its eruption (a.v. 90) 
together with all his childron except bis 
daughter Liban and his sons Conaing and 
Cwman,'* The lady Liban was preserved 
from the waters of Loch Neagh for.a full 
year in her gridnan (or cave) under the lake, 
‘After this, at her own dewiro, sho was 
changed into a salmon, and continued to 
traverse the seas until tha time of St. 
“Cumpball, of Bangor.” It would seem as if 
St. Cumghall got-iuto communication with 
the imermaid or salmon, for the legend pro- 
ceeds. to tell us that she or it addressed the 
envoy of tho saint and told him that she had: 
been in and under the sea for 800 years, 
adding that she’ would ture up at a place 
called Turne on that day twelvemonth, 
Wher the time came the mermaid duly put 
in an appearance and allowed herself to be 
taken 10 a net. Thousands of people wit- 
nessed the wonder, and “the next day: two 
wild oxen came to the spot, and, being yoked 
to the chariot on which she was placed, they 
fore her to Leach Debeag, where she’ was 
Laptised by Comghall ‘with the name Muir 
gen, or Born of the Sea.” Of genuine Un- 
dine legends there are not many in Ireland, 
“those: to-be met with bearing distinct traces 
of literary artifice, It sbould be known that 
there wre as many mock fairy. tales aud 
stories invented for Lourists on the Shannon at 
Killarney, in Connemara, as thero ars sham re- 
liessoldat Waterloo to credulous visitora, But 
the foneine, folk-lora ia easily recognisable. 
Asa matter of fact, however, .the ajd-world 
stories are rapidly dying out. Fairies are 
kittle cattle, and will not flourish in_ the 
neighbsurhood of railway stations, national 
schools, or'even in the: yicinity of dueh evi- 
donces of progress, and> civilization as. Union 
workhouses. Tbe present race of Irish far- 
mers and -Jabourcrs ‘are so few in, nuwber 
that they must work hard from “morning

the English Mercurie, and printed July 28, 
1883 ;. but it has boon'shown that this copy, 
like spécimens.of rare old coins, was gpurions 
dnd gotten up for sale. Watts, the biblio- 
grapher of the Museut, who saw, on exwm- 
ination, that the type and paper were ' of 
modern origin, and did not belong to the 
sixteenth century, exposed the forgery. It. 
was an ingenious fabrication, pretending to 
give news of the Spanish Armada,’ which 
was’ destroyed in the Inglish Channel by | ¥ 
Drake and Howard e day or two previous to 
tho dato ‘of thu sheet, There wero séveral 
numbers of this spurious Mercurie printed — 
four in manuscript, and thres in priat. 

Yenice has also claimed the honor: of lead- 
ing the way in- giving newspapers. to the 
world.’ The @asetla, thus named because it 
sold for'a amall piece of money called gaz. 
retin, it-ia asserted, was, printed there in 
1870, and it is pretended that eapies of this 
paper’ of that date are in one or two collec. 
tions in London, But late discoveries have 
apparently established the claim of the old 
German city of Nuremberg to. this -high 
houor, A paper 'called the Gasette, accord. 
iug to teustworthy authoritios, was printed 
in that city as carly ag 1457, five years after 
Peter Sehoffor cast the first. metal types in 
niatricos. Nuromberg, with the first paper 
in the fifteenth century, also’ claims the 
honor of the first paper in the sixteenth 
century. There is an anciently printed sheet 
in the Libri collection which antedates all 
others except the sheot:of 1457 and ‘the 
Chronicle of Cologne, It is called the Neue 
Zeilung aus Hispanien und Italien, and boare 
the date of February,. 1584, Tho British 
Museum, it’ is anid, bas 8 duplicate of this 
sheot,.
